Examiner's Amendment 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the primary 
reasons for the allowance of the claims in this application are the limitations of a 
mounting assembly for a dental x-ray assembly, having a base plate member formed 
with outwardly-extending wall portions defining a U-shaped chamber about a 
longitudinal axis thereof and including upper and lower cooperating threaded orifices, a 
plurality of orifices disposed along the longitudinal axis of the base plate member, an 
elongated bearing block member rectangular in cross section disposed within the U- 
shaped chamber, the elongated bearing block member is formed with a downwardly- 
extending leg portion formed with a threaded orifice and wherein a surface of the 
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elongated bearing block member facing the U-shaped chamber is formed with stepped 
surface portion, the elongated bearing block member having upper orifices for alignment 
with and in rotating relationship to the upper cooperating threaded orifice by threaded 
members, and the elongated bearing block member having support means for a support 
member of the dental x-ray assembly, now included in independent claim 1 and in 
combination with the other elements recited in the claim, which is not found in the prior 
art of record. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
